“ * Second—Certainly not without difficulty 
our money market has had the support of. 
such a concurrence of extremely unfavora- 
ble conditions, but the difficulty would have 
been still greater had it not been for the 
existence of a well ordered rhonetary sys- 
tem. Therefore; our financial policy should 
be directed towards preserving, the Stability 

eof currency, which represents the most im- 
portant condition of the proper development 
of the state of national economy. 

“*Third—The present fsition of affairs” 
does not require, in general, any exceptional 

‘measures. Those already adopted by the 
Ministry of Finance and the State Bank for 
calming the market and assisting certain 
solid enterprises should be continued as ts 
as necessary. 

* Fourth—The proposal of ‘the Ministry 
ef Finance to revise antiquated legislation 
regarding the bourse and the joint stock 
companies is opportuné and necessary.’ |

D of the army reserve are to be recalled to 
the colors is significant of the strain which 
the present situation has imposed upon the 
resources of England's regular army. The 
whole army reserve consists of four classes, 
distinguished as sections A, B, C, and D. 
fection A is @ small spécial reserve of 5,000 
“men, available to bring small expeditions up 
to the war strength without a general call- 
ing of reserves. Section B consists of men 
w 0 have completed the color. service and 
are working out in the reserve the remainder 
of their limited engagement. Section C con- 
sists of men who for various reasons have 
been transferred to ‘the reserve before com- | 
' pleting the normal period of service with the 
colors. Section D is | the supplemental re- 
serve, consisting of men who on completion 
of the first period of the engagement have 
enlisted to serve a) further period of four 
years in the reserve, but who are not liable 
to be called out until after the rest of the re- 
serve. Calling up the men in section D, 
therefore, is an indication that sections A, 
B, and C will shortly be all used up.

Custom-House Appraisers ‘at Havana 
Seized, Charged with Defrauding 
| the | | 


HAVANA, Dec. 20.—-An sensa- 
tion was caused in Havana this afternoon 
by the arrest of ten of the chief ‘ap- 
praisers of the custgm- -house staff on a 
charge of 
Havana merchants to swindle the gov- 
ernment out of large sums. It is asserted 
the fraud has been practiced for two weeks 
at least, and probably for a longer period, 
and it is believed thousands of dollars have 
been corruptly diverted, 

Colonel Bliss obtained evidence enoush to 
warrant the arrests, and, as he believes, to 
insure conviction. The swindle was accom- 
plished by a classification of articles under 
which valuable goods went. into 
classes. Many merchants are likely to be ar- 
rested within the next few days. 
the principal families of Havana 
are involved, as the men arrested are some 
of the best known socially in town, several 
belonging |to the Union club, the most ex- 
clusive social organization in the city. 

All assert they do not know why they have 
been arrested, and that they believe their 
arrests are connected with the recent arrest 
of an alleged counterfeiter. Members of the 
Union club are indignant that their fellow- 
clubmen should not have been allowed to 
take cabs on the way to the city prison. 
They were marched to the prison in a body, 
gurrounded by police. Orders were given 
that their friends should not be allowed to 
communicate with them.

GOVERNOR GENERAL HEART- 
mY ‘RECEIVED AT HAVANA.

Salutes Fired as His Enters 
the Bay and Town Gives Welcome— 
Takes Formal Command at Noon— 
Papers Praise Incoming Official, 
Score Brooke’s Advisory Cabt- 
net—Public Reception Will 


HAVANA, Dee. 20.—Major General] Leon- 
ard Wood, the new Governor General, of 
Cuba, arrived here at daybreak today on the 
steamer Mexico. The steamer was) gayly 
decorated with flags. From Cabanas Fort- 
ress a Major General's salute of thirteen 
guns was fired, and the Cubans frém the 
Punta fired a Governor General’ 8 salute of 
twenty-one guns. 

Civil Governor Nunez was the ‘frst man, 
after the pilot, to board the Mexico. He was 
accompanied by’ Commissioner. of Customs 
Bliss, Generals Chaffee, Richards, and 
Humphreys, Mayor La Coste, a deputation 
from the courts and every department of 
the government. General Wood was deeply 
affected upon hearing of the death pe Gen- 
eral Lawton. 

Every launch, barge, ana rowboat in the 
harbor was deddrated with bunting, Even 
a big ferryboat, with a band, was pressed 
into sefvice. Three bands played during the 
hour General Wood remained on the Mexico 
after its arrival. Much enthusiasm was man- 
ifested, A large crowd received General 
Wood at Machina wharf and upon landing 
there he was gréeted with hearty cheers, He 
was then driven to the Hotel Inglaterra, 

One of the first callers -on General Wood 
was Sefior Quesada, special commissioner 
of Cuba at Washington.

DESERVED TRIBUTE TO pucaRtaky HAY 

In his review of The Month in 
America,” which appears jin this month's 
National Review, Mr. A. Maurice Low, 
the well informed Ww ashington cor- 
respondent of the Boston. Globe, pays a 
handsome and deserved tribute to the Hon. 
John Hay, Secretary of State, After de- 
scribing the circumstances growing out of 
the Spanish-American war, which forced 


being a hermit among nations and induced 
it to come to a friendly understanding 
with Great Britain, Mr. Low demonstrates 
Mr. Hay’s fitness for his position as the 
head of the State department. It was 
fortunate that he came here fresh from 
London where he had been instrumental 
in securing that friendly understanding be- 
tween the two countries. Added to this, he 
had the natural gifts, training, experience, 
and. observation which fitted him for the 
position, In this connection Mr. Low calls 
attention to one quality which,’ perhaps, 
has not been sufficiently considered—name- 
ly: that although the chief member of the 
Cabinet Mr. Hay has no disposition to 
scheme for the Presidency. This leaves 
him free to work for the best interests of 
the whole country. How well he has 
worked is apparent to every one. 

Mr. Low is of opinion that 
Hay learned two things of great importance 
during his residence in London as Ambas- 
sador of the United States. The first of 
these was the importance of the commerce 
of China to the United’ States; and the 
second, “the unique position Hngland held 
“among the great powers by virtue of her 
“policy of keeping clear of entangling al- 
“liances.” Applying these two facts to 
the changed conditions growing out of the 
Spanish-American war, Mr. Hay cut loose 
from the old policy of American statesman- 
ship, which was to “regard Russia and 
“Fratice as traditional friends, be indit- 
“ferent to Germany, and unfriendly to 
“ England,” and founded a new Ameri 
policy, which Mr. Low thus defines: | 

No permanent alliance, but temporary alliances 
for extraordinary emergenciss. 

A determination to keep the ese ot China open 
to the United States. 

To accomplish that purpose to work in con- 
junction with the nation by which 
may be obtained. 

To maintain the integrity of China, 

This broad and statesmanlike policy Mr. 
Hay has not exploited with any’view to 
personal advantage or reputation, but al- 
‘ways with the best interests of the country 
kept steadily in view. And he has done 
so, not depending upon English cobpera- 
tion which a less far-sighted nan might 
have done, but by taking a firm and manly 
stand before all the powers. His first step 
in this broad and comprehensive policy was 
to address notes to the powers asking their 
intentions toward United States commerce 
in their respective spheres of influence, and 
intimating that the United States would 
firmly insist upon their observance of its 
treaty rights with China. Though official 
answers have not yet been received, Mr. 
Hay, it is wel) known, has reason to believe 
that the guarantees demaniled will be forth- 
coming. Up to the present time the for- 
eign relations of the United States have | 
been in safe hands, and the people may be 
assured that they will continue so when 
those relations may take on a new character 
growing out of the alienation of Chinese 
territory by Russia or any other foreign 
power. President McKinley made no mis- 
take when he John Hay Secre- 
tary of State.

DEMOCRATS AND FILIPINOS, 


The. Democrats in Congress have not been 
able to agree on a Philippine policy ag yet. 
A few days ago Representative Williams of 
Mississippi offered a series of resolutions 
which, it is understood, express the views 
of Mr. an, Those resolutions propose 
that the United States shall recognize the 
right of the Filipinos to national inde- 
pendence, and shall withdraw its land and 
sea forces upon “the inauguration of a 
constitutional government or governments 
by the people of the islands or any of them.” 
Were the American forces to stop fight- 
ing, Aguinaldo would set up in a day what 
he and Representative Williams would call 
a “constitutional government,” 
there would be a written constitution which 
would be so much waste paper. Then it 
would be the duty of the United States 
to move out. But under the resolutions it 
would have to protect for ten years the 


ments” against the aggressions of foreign 
powers. 

Senator Bacon of Georgia has offered 
resolutions regarding the Philippines which 
though they differ from those of Representa- 
tive Williams, are, it is understood, favored 
by many Democrats. These Bacon reso- 
lutions declare that it is not the putpose 
of the United States to maintain permanent 
dominion over the Philippines, but that it 
contemplates the establishment of an inde- 
pendent government there ultimately, and 
that when a stable government shall have 


vision, “ competent and worthy in the judg- 
ment of the United States to exercise the 
powers of an independent government and 
preserve peace and maintain order within 
its jurisdiction,” then national independence 
shall be given the Filipinos, : 
The difference between these two sets of 
resolutions is considerable. One set) con- 
templates the abandonment of the islands 
by the United States whenever the Filipinos 
set up what they will call a constitutional 
government, but which will be a choice 
mixture of anarchy and despotism, cemented 
together with blood. The other set proposes 
that the islands shall not be given up until 
American authority has been fully éstab- 
lished and the Filipinos have proved to the 
satisfaction of the United States that they 
are competent to govern themselves. They 
are not now. Humanly speaking, they never 
will be. They do not belong in the category 
of self-governing races. The adoption of 
a constitution will not put them there. 
What is to be gained, then, by promising 
the Filipinos national independence when 
they are fit for it, when it is plain that 
they never will be fit for it, at leagt not 
until generations have come and gone?) The 
only effect of such a promise, impossible of 
fulfillment, will be to encourage malcontent 
Filipinos like Aguinaldo to keep on insisting 
that they are fit for independence and shoot- 
ing at American soldiers to prove it, All 
these Democratic resolutions—pone of 
which will be adopted—which contemplate 
recognizing on possible or impossible con- 
ditions the national independence of the 
Filipinos, serve only to confirm Aguinaldo

GOOD SHOT. 
At an early hour yesterday morning two 
thugs attempted to rob two switchmen on 
Halsted street at the point of the revolver. 


Before they could use their weapons the | 


switchmen closed with them and a rough 
and tumble fight engued, during the prog- 
ress of which Officer Sevier put in an ap- 
pearance and took an active hand in the 
affair. The thugs ran, and while running 
one of them turned and fired at the officer, 


- only a few feet away, but fortunately failed 


to hit him. The officer promptly returned. 
the shot and fortunately did not miss. He 
brought down the thug with a bullet in his 
back and took his man to the hospital, 
where it is said he hes little chance of liv- 
ing. His companion | was subsequently 
caught and identified the switchmen. 

Officer Sevier is to be congratulated that 
he can shoot ‘straight in a critical moment. 
It is better, if possible, to arrest a thug 
without shooting him, but when he has 
begun to shoot it is better to shoot him and 
make sure work of winging him. If by some 
chance he is fatally shot, that is a chance 
which he takes when he resists arrest by 
shooting at an officer, and. the community: 
cannot be expected to mourn if that is the 
end of him. There are occasions when a 
policeman must make use of his revolver, 
and this was one of them. On such occasions 
a policeman should know how to use it ef- 
fectively. Officer Sevier is possessed of 
this kind of knowledge, and it is safe to as- 
sert that thugs will give him a wide berth. 
If these pests were certain that all other 
policemen were equally expert in the use of 
their revolvers it would go far toward re- 
ducing the number of holdups. 

The Police department has been much 
exercised of late in trying to devise some 
‘method for stopping holdups. Officer Sevier 
understands how to do it, and his first ap- 
plication has been eminently successful. 
There will be fewer on his beat hereafter. 
The thugs will understand that it is danger- 
ous territory for their business, He has 
secured two men. One of them should be 
railroaded to the penitentiary.
